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SUMMARY 


The  Nerekhta  Ammunition  Depot  Burmakino 
is  located  16  kilometers  (km)  west  of  Nerekhta 
(Figure  1). 

This  installation  covers  approximately 
1,435  acres  and  contains  5 administration  build- 
ings, 20  barracks,  55  quarters,  33  storage  build- 
ings, 51  support  buildings,  75  ammunition  stor- 
age buildings,  a probable  vehicle  shed,  a small- 


arms  firing  range  and  an  athletic  field  (Figures 
2 and  3). 

The  installation  was  covered  by  10  KEY- 
HOLE missions  between  August  1960  and  Oc- 
tober 1964.  Comparative  analysis  reveals  no 
significant  change  and  a high  rate  of  activity 
throughout  this  period. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

The  installation’  is  rail  served. 

Road  Service 

An  all-weather  road  provides  access  to 
Nerekhta. 

Administration  and  Troop  Housing  Areas 

Area  D1  contains  a multistory  adminis- 
tration building  and  5 quarters. 

Area  D2  contains  3 multistory  adminis- 
tration buildings,  19  multistory  barracks,  6 
storage  buildings,  and  17  support  buildings. 

Area  D3  contains  a multistory  adminis- 
tration building,  a barracks,  50  quarters,  and 
2 storage  buildings . 

General  Storage  Areas 

Area  El  contains  13  storage  buildings  and 


15  support  buildings. 

Area  E2  contains  12  storage  buildings  and 
17  support  buildings. 

Ammunition  Storage  Area 

Area  F contains  75  ammunition  storage 
buildings  and  2 support  buildings. 

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Area 

Area  J contains  a probable  vehicle  shed, 
160  by  35  feet. 

Athletic  Field 

Area  K is  an  athletic  field. 

Small-Arms  Firing  Range 

Area  L contains  a small-arms  firing  range, 
650  by  150  feet. 
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
